Lelia Farrell, a soubrette, sued him for breach of prom- 
ise in 1887. This case was compromised. 

Second wife was Mrs. Nellie.R. Baker-Pease, divorced | 
wife of a wealthy Buffalo, N. Y., coal operator. Their marital 
life was marked by many storms and they were divorced in 
1892, she having filed the suit the year previous. She died in 
1902. 
| Third wife was Maxine Elliott, famous stage beauty with 
the “midnight eyes.” They were married in February, 1898. 
In private life Maxine was Mrs. George A. McDermott of 
New York, she having secured a divorcee from McDermott. He 
at one time had been very wealthy, but suffered reverses. After 
the divorce he regained his lost fortune. Goodwin and Maxine, 
his wife, starred together but she divorced him in 1908, naming 
Edna Goodrich as co-respondent. 

Fourth wife was Edna Goodrich, a remarkably beautiful 
actress, young enough to have been his daughter. They were 
married in Boston, Mass., November 8, 1908, the event being 
marked by much magnificence. She paid him an unexpected 
visit when he was.in Montreal and when she entered his room 
unannounced, what she saw caused her to hasten back to 
New York and bring suit for divorce.

PROVED A TEST 
FOR THE AUTOS. 


But They Negotiated Way to 
the Roosevelt Dam. 


Only Mishap Happened to 
Car Number Thirteen. 


Reservoir Is Naw One-Third 
Full of Water. 


[Spectal Correspondence of The Times.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) March 2%.—There 
was much more to the dedication of 
the Roosevelt dam than the mere ex- 
ercises of dedication. Of tremendous 
interest, of course, was the magnificent 
monolith itself, and the details of ite 
construction, appearance and impor- 
jtance have been spread along, through 
several years, In thousands of fews- 
paper columns. 

The dedicatory exercises were of the 
briefest;, the speeches clear, convtise 
and interesting, being 1h the main a 
recapitulation of things which had 
been told before at greater length. 
The address of Col. Roosevelt, con- 
sidered by many one of his greatest 
efforts, though possibly one of hia 
briefest, was peculiarly happy in that 
it expressed his keen appreciation of 
the attachment of his name to the 
work through which grand and lasting 
benefits accrue to the people, a prac- 
tical development of the policy of 
conservation so dear to the Rough 
Rider. 

The setting for Mr. Roosevelt's ad- 
dress was a tremendously effective 
one, high on the roadway at the crest 
of the dam. In front was a sheer 
cliff that led down to the water level 
in the twenty-five-mile lake beyond, 
and to the rear the awesome canyon 
above which the speaker's stand had 
been placed at a height of 250 feet: on 
either side the eternal hilie into which 
the dam had been securely keyed, 
bidding defiance to Nature in a ilo- 
cality where her wildest moods are 
manifest. 3 

Yet, almost as interesting aa the 
project itself and as the exercises was 
the manner in which a thousand fpeo- 
ple had been taken to the spot through 
the wildest mountains of Arigona, 
with the nearest railroad forty miles 
distant and with the greater part of 
the attendance brought swiftly that 
morning from Phoentx, eighty miles 
distant. 

The day was one of triumph for the 
motor car, without which the journey 
of the celebrants would have been 
hard indeed. The way from Phoenix 
and the Sait River Valley Was over 
the now famous Roosevelt road, buiit 
by the United States Reclamation 
Service at a cost of something like halt 


a million dollars. The road itself is’ 


sixty miles in length from Mesa, which 
is about twen'v Miles from Phoenix. 
Save for the firet stretch of twenty 
miles from Mesa. the roadway has 


been built through a region which 
seemingly defied the roadmaker's 
skill, clinging to the asides of preci- 


pices, cut through and around rocky 
Pinnacles, bridging mountain chasms, 
climbing lofty heights only to take a 
ten per cent. grade to the catyons 
depth and guarded along miles of 
river bank Uy stone abutments. 
Smooth and well designed, an Alpine 
highway of the best type, it still is not 
an easy way for the automobdile 
driver, whom nerves, strength, and 
vigilance all are drawn upon to the 
utmost by the ever-changing grades 
and the ever-present curves. 

With these facts In mind, there t 
wonder that of about 220 motor cars 
perked at the dem last Saturday, all 
had come through with practically no 
serious difficulty. 

THE OFFICIAL PARTY. 

In the official party of twenty cars 
from Phoenix, every chauffeur* went 
through without mishap, save only 
car No, 13, the repair car, which was 
left on the road.

In Wall street 
especially some capitalists sometimes ob- 
serve the law of big dog eat little-dog, or, as 
more courteously expressed in’ medieval 
verse,

And he shall get who can.” 

Closedshop labor is held together with 
closer ties than those which unite Morgan, 
Rockefeller and Gould. The law observed 
by the uhion laborite is to cheerfully con- 
tribute té the support of the walking dele- 
gate, whe is at once his boss and his broth. 
er, and td more cheerfully club into the hos- 
pital the non-union laborer who, as a broth- 
er, is “a jitUe more than kin and less than 
kind.” ; 

Sometimes predatory capital and preda- 
tory labor are drawn together and made to 
work together by ‘the cohesive power of 
plunder. .An instance of this kind is now 
afforded in New York City. The awful ca- 
lamity. by which 142 lives were sacrificed in 
the Washington Square fire is coined by the 
fire. insurance companies and the labor 
unions into an opportunity to advance their 
common interests. “Tear down the sky- 
scrapers,” say the fire insurance companies. 
“They increase our risks and do not en- 
hance our premiums.” “Tear down the sky- 
scrapers,” say the labor unigns. “It will 
give us well-paid jobs, both in the tearing 
down and in the building of other structures 
in their places, and we can demand sky- 
scraping wages for our members and ex- 
clude from membership all Jerseymen and 
Long Islanders.”

-EMOTIONALISM A MENACE; 
THE STAR SHINES NOT. 


BY LILLIAN COLLINS. 

I ylelded to a pardonable curiosity and 
went to hear Gwendolen Overton speak on 
woman suffrage. Perhaps my expectations 
were keyed beyond normal pitch by the 
lady's standing as a writer; perhaps it was 
only that | was unfamiliar with the quality 
of mental food on which it Is necessary to 
feed the embryonic suff™agette. However 
that may be, I was distinctly disappointed, 
where I had hoped to be inspired. Her pa 
per occupied scarcely more than Sve mim 
} utes and was coneluded before the audience 
had fairly settled to attention. It was a 
nice little paper, very mild and proper and 
considerate in tone and quite suitable for 
an afternoon tea, though but little short of 
farcical from the standpoint of a political 
equality debate. 

it ie a pity that this gifted writer should 
allow herself to be “featured” in this way 
by her militant friends. Her own views 
upon the suffrage question, as voiced from 
the platform, are of so mild a type as to 
cause her no uneasiness or distress, though 
they should never find expression through 
the spoken word. She appeals to me as 4 
- modest, sincere, rather retiring woman, and 
I am sorry that she should allow herself to 
be diverted from her legitimate vehicle of 
expression or permit her name to be used 
as an attraction for securing audiences for 
political discussion. 


An allusion which the speaker made to 
the type of masculine mentality to be found 
in the “anti-euffrage” ranks led my mind 
into a train of thought which has occupied 
it for some time. Why should our women 
hold this resentful attitude toward our men? 
It seems a rather childish state of mind for 
women who announce themselves a8 capa- 
ble of operating and directing the forces of 
goverament to display. 

This ery that is raised about men oppos- 
ing women is pure emotionalism; the facts 
of the case do not warrant the assumption. 
Man working in opposition to woman, the 
mother of his race, is a thought monstroug 
in ite dwarfed, misshapen conception. As 
a matter of fact, our women have been s0 
long accystomed to receive the sanction of 
masculine authority for their lightest ca- 
price that it is small wonder they expe- 
rience an aggrieved sense of hurt that a 
steady denial should follow this latest de- 
mand. I am able to satisfactorily account 
for the condition: the thing I am not will- 
ing to excuse is the injustice. 

American women have no quarrel with 
American men. If there is one thing on 
the top side of earth over which the Amer- 
ican mah (s “daffy” it is in the matter of bis 
women folk. Is it not this foolish fondness 
which makes possible the insolent display 
which attended a recent wedding in “high 
life” where twenty-eight trunks of feminine 
apparel accompanied the child-bride abroad 
as a mere preliminary to the real trousseayu 
which would later be purchased in Paris? 
Is it not this same desire to please which 
causes -hard-headed papas to dig deep into 
hoarded wealth to purchase degenerate 
scions of a decadent “nobility” as mates for 
ambitious daughters? And ts it not this 
same thought for the well-being of the wom- 
en of his family that prompts him to cheet- 
fully “dig” again to buy his daughter's free- 
dom when the fever of ambition has run its 
course? 

1 repeat, American women have no quar- 
rel with American men. The splendid type 
of manhood for which our American men 
stand is a pattern for all nations. I, as 
some unfortunate woman may. argue from 
her own unhappy experience, there be glar- 
ing individval exceptions to this general 
type of manhood, on the other hand not all 
our American women need have their gowns 
fashioned to concea! the bulge of sprouting 
wings. Individuals may vary, but the type 
persists.

I have always maintained that women a 
too intense, too emotional to play the game 
of politics. They are betrayed into all sorts 
of lladvised moves, drawn into complicat- 
ing and embarrassing situations by the play 
of their’feelings. In support of this belief 
comes the information that this very qual- 
ity has wrought havoe with the well-laid 
plans of the suffragist party. It appears that 
some indtscreet member, in a flight of emo- 
tional enthusiasm, has voiced the sentiment 
that a committee should be formed for tl® 
purpose of censoring press news. And now 
great consternation dwells in the suffragist 
‘camp. The older heads recognize the ab- 
surdity of the move and realize the damage 
already done their cause by the mere ru 
mor; but what's the use. Of course, No one 
can be found who knows a single thing 
about ft. Equally, of course, no one did it; 
but the thing is done. And there you are. 

By deep thinking, by long and patient 
service, by continued research one may
